3. The application has been amended as follows: 

Claim 8. (currently amended): A method of passively monitoring traffic on a first 
dedicated packet-switched data network to filter protocol frames in the first dedicated packet- 
switched data network in order to extract information about a network topology and status of a 
second automatically switched optical transport network, the first dedicated packet-switched data 
network connecting network controllers controlling associated network elements of the second 
automatically switched optical transport network; said method comprising the steps of: 

filtering protocol frames of a predefined protocol type in the first dedicated packet- 
switched data networ k, by a network monitor, by which said network controllers advertise a 
network topology and status of the second automatically switched optical transport network; 

extracting from the filtered protocol frames transmitted in the first dedicated packet- 
switched data networ k, by the network monitor, information about the network topology and 
status of the second automatically switched optical transport network and 

displaying the network topology and status information of the second automatically 
switched optical transport network graphically to a user,

wherein the steps of filtering, extracting and displaying are performed independently 
from the controlling of the associated network elements and the advertising of the network 
topology and the status by the network controllers.
